Ulster, Feb. 13—Four Ulster special 
constables were shot to death.at the 
railway station at Clones last «Sat- 
urday afternoon, Eight others — are 
wounded and six are missing. Mat- 
thew Patrick, leader of the Sinn Fein- 
ors, was shot dead; The specials wére 
on their way to Enniskillen, and were 
walting at Clonnes for the arrival of 
a train from Bolfast to convey. them 
to their destination. . The train had 
entered. the ‘station and’ the spcials 
were in the act of getting into the 
carriages when a party of “Irish Re- 
publican army’! men wth rifles and a 
machine gun, came on the platform. 
They immediately opened fire on the’ 
specials with their rifles and machine | 
gun and four of the constables iat 
shot dead., Some of the others were | 
wounded, gome taken prisoner and | 
the remainder escaped.

TERRIBLE STORY 
TOLD BY WOMAN 
IN A PEACE RIVER 
MURDER CHARGE 


John Barry went north from Edmon- 
ton in custody of Alberta Provincial 
Police constables Monday aftornoon 
to stand trial at Peace River on a 
charge of murder and to figure in the 
role of the accused on what the police 
declare to be one of the mose, pecu- 
Har cases in the history of police 
annals, ¢ 


Barry a man of thirty two years of 
age, a farmer of the Peace River dls- 
trict, and said to be an old timer, and 
member of the second battalion of the 
Canadian Mounted, Rifles, will stand 
trial for the alleged murder of seven 
year old Ludwig Sabbe, who,\the po- 
lice allege, was suffocated in a slough 
and later carried by Barry and the 
dead boy's mother, Mrs, Sabbe, and 
dropped in the waters of the North 
Hart river, where his remains were 
{inally discovered by Constable Faulk: 
ner. 


Mrs. Sabbe's alleged implication ‘in 
the crime is attributed by the police 
to auto-suggestion orhypnotism on the 
part of Barry, and this will be the 
stand of the prosecution in their en- 
deavor to conyict Barry on the charge 
of murder, 

The mother of the dead) child de. 
clared to the police that Barry, with 
whom she admitted having illicit re- 
lations, “placed his hand on her and 
she became hazy and that Barry had 
such power over her that he could 
compel her to do anything he suggest: 
ed,” 

According to police records of the 
case, the accused is alleged to have 
called at the Sabbe home while the 
husband and father was away. ‘Barry 
is said to have used his influence 
over the woman and lated to have met 
seven year old Ludwig Sabbe coming 
in from the pasture field, Meeting 
the “boy the allegation is that Barry 
took hold of him and suffocated him 
in a shallow slough, and then went 
and informed the mother of the action, 

The story inj the hands of the po- 
lice said to be the confession of Mrs, 
Sabbe, is that Barry took her to the 
slough and 
cover the body of her son. Under 
Barry's power, Mrs. Sabbe says she 
complied with the man's deniands, 


and picking up her son's remains, car- 


ried them to the North Hart river, 
dropping them in the water,

He expects a record climb- 
ing’ season in the Canadian Rockies 
in 1922, and-he has been keeping 
himself fit to meet it.

‘In the discus- 
“sion of the resolution it was bronght 
out that at the present ‘time there ex: 
‘ists a ‘spread ‘of 4c per‘pound between 
direct shipments or selling through 
the cream buying stations. It was also 
pointed out, however, that at the pres- 
ent there {s nothing to prevent the pro- 
ducer from shipping direct to the man- 
ufacturers and taking advantage of th 
4c per pound over the price that is 
paid ‘when the cream is sold through 
the shipping stations. 


While it was stated by some. that. 


tho industry was improving,’ it. was 
maintained \by one speaker that, dur- 
ing the last four years the standard of 
the .industry had. decreased 35 -per 
cent.
